. CLEVELAND, O., Dec, 18 
(UP)—The jury in the wife- 
murder trial of Dr. Samuel H. 
Sheppard was locked up tonight 
until tomorrow morning at 10 
a.m. 

The jurors have deliberated a 
total of 18 homrs and 19 minutes 
since getting the case Friday at 

0:13 a.m. 

Judge Edward Blythin called 
the jury at 10:04 p.m. and asked 
if there would be any purpose 
in deliberating longer tonight. 
He asked for a show of hands of 
those wanting to stay on but 
none so indicated. When he 
asked those who wished to re- 
turn in the morning raise their 
hands, all did so. 

“I take it then,” he said, “you 
would prefer to return at about 
10. o'clock in the morning, and 
resume your deliberations.” 

(The Associated Press reported 
the jury admitted it was nowhere 
near a verdict). 

Judge Blythin said after the 
session adjourned that his “best 
guess” was that if a verdict 
should be reached tomorrow at 
will not be a sealed one—that 
is, it will be made public imme- 
diately. 

Sheppards Wave. 

Before leaving court, Dr. 
Sheppard turned and waved his 
hand at his two brothers and 
their wives on a back bench in 
the spectators’ section. He 
smiled and nodded his head vig- 
orously at®them. 

Betty Sheppard, the wife of 
Dr. Stephen A.-Sheppard, raised 
her right hand high over spec- 
tators’ heads and waved back.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 18— 
Missouri prison industries have 
failed in their primary. purpose 
of keeping convicts busy be- 
cause they have been blocked 
by legislative acts and policies 
dictated by special interests, the 
Post-Dispatch was told today. 


As a result, only a small per- 
centage of the 3300 men now 
held bebind walls at Jefferson 
City work at tasks at which they 
can keep hands and minds ac- 
tive and also help rehabilitate 
themselves. This idleness has 
been given as one of the pri- 
mary causes of the serious riot- 
ing which occurred at the pris- 
on in September and October. 

Unions, Manufacturers. 


A survey by the Post-Dispatch 
indicated that powerful labor 
unions and some manufacturers 
have-led the opposition to dis- 
tribution of prison-made goods 
in the channels of industry. 
Failure of prison industries to 
keep pace with modern produc- 
tion methods has also been a 
factor. 

W. B. McGregor, assistant 

state budget director and a 
‘methber of the state prison 
board in the administrations of 
Govs. Arthur M. Hyde and Sam 
A. Baker, told the Post-Dispatch 
that the chief opposition to 
prison industries has sprung 
from organized labor through 
the years. 
* Before 1920 and in the early 
20s; McGregor said, prison in- 
dustries were humming. Profits 
from their products made the 
penitentiary* almost self-sup- 
porting. : 

The biggest crippling blow, he 
said, was passage in 1929 of the 
federal Hawes-Cooper Act which 
regulated sale of prison-made 
goods and prohibited interstate 
shipment of merchandise manu- 
fa¢tured in penal institutions. 
Thi reduced the prison market 


tremendously. 
Saddies, Coal Mine. 
Many articles were _ being 


manufactured by Missouri con- 
viets before the federal law took 
effect, ineluding saddles and 
saddle accessories, cléthing and 
furniture. The prison operated 
a4 coal mine to supply state in- 
stitutions in the mid-20s. Great 
quantities of rock were crushed 
for the Highway Department. 

But the number of these prod- 
ucts dwindled ‘as opposition 
formed to the prison operation. 
Coal miners brought pressure on 
state officials and the mining 
operation was discontimued. The 
state rock quarry was closed 
down in 1935 although it had 
been producing 200 tons a day 
for state roads. 

Requests of prison adminis- 
trators for funds to expand and 
modernize their industries were 
refused in the legislature be- 
cause of opposition of the unions 
and manufacturers. 

Twine Industry Fades. 

The manufacture of twine for 
use of farmers in harvesting 
crops was the backbone of Mis- 
souri prison industries for many 
years. But this operation has 
fallen victim to American me- 
chanical ingenuity. The com- 
bine is being used almost ex- 
clusively in. harvesting crops 
now and this eliminates the use 
of twine in binding wheat and 
other farm products. 

The troubles of prison admin- 
istrators in keeping their con- 
victs occupied are not confined 
to Missouri, however, it was 
pointed out. Most states oper- 
ate under similar difficulties, 
i California being probably 
the lone exceptior.

The 
site, two miles south of West 
Memphis, Ark., has been criti- 
cized as being on swampy 
ground and in danger from flood- 
ing by high water of the Mis- 
sissippi river. 
A transcript of the press con- 
ference was examined today by 
the Post-Dispatch and the Mem- 
phis Commercial Appeal. It 
showed that Strauss’s exact 
words, as he pointed at a map 
of the area, were: 

“There has been some dis- 
cussion of whether it was wise 
to have put the plant there in 
the first place.

Joseph D. Lohman, 44 years 
old, professional sociologist and 
presently lecturer at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, who spent 
four years rubbing elbows with 
gangsters here in their native 
habitats, is out to put his 
theories of good government to 
a practical test. 

The new sheriff, in office a 
few weeks, is a “Stevenson 
Democrat.” Former head of the 
Illinois Pardon and Parole 
Board under the Stevenson ad- 
ministration, he has already in- 
stituted a program that is a 
shocker to ward heelers. 

By his own definition, Loh- 
man is no “starry-eyed academic 
romantic.” He dislikes “profes-

The sheriff's office, tradition- 
ally a political patronage plum, 
accounts for 930 jobs, including 
140 “sheriff’s police” who cus- 
tomarily have operated outside 
the city limits. The sheriff also 
runs the jail and is custodian 
of the county building, in the 
center of Chicago’s Loop, be- 
sides handling civil processes.

A fundamental cause of prison 
riots, Lohman feels, as in the 
ease of the Jefferson City out- 
breaks, is that prisons in this 
country usually are “nineteenth 
century piled stone deals,” and 
are regarded as almost exclu- 
sively custodial. He estimates 
that some 85 per cent of the 
prisoners do not require maxi- 
mum security. 

“Maximum security prison- 
ers,” Lohman told the writer, 
“become maximum threats to 
the community when freed. I’m 
not a mauldin sentimentalist, 
but I think the key formula in 
law enforcement is swiftness 
and certainty of justice rather 
than maximum security. There 
is nothing to replace the unpi- 
formed policeman on the beat.”

As a_ sociologist, Lohman, 
has specialized in race and la- 
bor-management relationships. 
He deals with people. His ex- 
periences, for instance, as for- 
mer umpire here between the 
CIO United Packing House 
“Workers and Wilson & Co. have 
stood him in good stead in a 
continuing study of the humani- 
ties.

OF 20,861 SOLDIERS 
STILL IS UNKNOWN 


PARIS, Dec. 18 (AP)—The 


861 French Union soldiers who 
fought in the Indochinese war 
has not been determined. Some 
are believed to be held as pris- 
oners of the Communist-led 
Vietminh. 

The figure was announced yes- 
terday to the National Assembly 
by Jacques Chevallier, Secretary 
of State for War. Some of the 
soldiers, he said, may have been 
deserters; many probably were 
killed in battle and their deaths 
not registered. Others may have 
died in prison camps. 

The secretary said France has 
returned _ 59,700 internees and 
8000 war prisoners to the Viet- 
minh. The French got back 19,- 
181 prisoners, including 710 ci- 
vilians.

|then Ambassador to France, on 


STATE DEPT. AWARE IN 1938 
OF CHINA REDS’ INTENTIONS 


Secret Papers for Year Published—Sumner 
Welles Alerted Diplomats in Orient 
About Comimunists. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP) 
—As far back as 1938 Sumner 
Welles, then Under Sec of 
State, declared Chinese Commu- 
nists were aiming to Sovietize 
China, hitherto secret document’ 
showed today. . 

The subject of Communism in 
China, plus the undeclared war 
between Japan and China, com- 
prise the basic theme of the first 
five volumes of diplomatic cor- 
respondence for the year 1938. 

Prepared by the State Depart- 
ment’s historical division, the 
many documents published for 
the first time picturé the promi- 
nent role played by the Soviet 
Union and Chinese Communists 
in the tense situation of that 
period. 

The documentation includes a 
report by William C: Bullitt, 


a talk he had in Paris with Sun 
Fo, a Chinese leader and:son of 
the philosopher Sun Yat-sen. 

According to Bullitt, Sun be- 
lieved Chinese Communist lead- 
ers were cooperating loyally 
with the Nationalist government 
of Chiang Kai-shek. Bullitt said 
Sun “expressed the opinion that 
the Chinese Communists were 
Chinese patriots first’ and Com- 
munists second—there was no 
danger of Communism in China.” 

Bullitt also said Sun described 
in detail a six-hour conversation 
with the late Joseph Stalin at 
Moscow. Ballitt added: 


“He said that Stalin had as- 
sured him that he knew that 
China (then engaged in fighting 
the Japanese) was fighting Rus- 
Sia’s battle as well as her own; 
that . . . China would continue 
to receive all possible assistance 
from Russia .. . in the form of 
munitions, supplies and air- 
planes; that the Soviet Union 
would not militarily intervene 
in the war, Stalin was appre- 
hensive that Germany might at 
tack the Soviet Union if the 
Soviet, Union should make war 
on Japan. Stalin also felt that 
neither Great Britain nor the 
United States would permit Ja- 
pan to be crushed by the Soviet 
Union.” 

Wellés sent instructions to 
United States diplomats in the 
Far East on Feb. 10, 1938, to 
keep a close check on the spread 
of Communism. Welles noted 
that, although the Reds even 
then were seeking a coalition 
with Chiang’s government: 

“Communists frankly admit 
that a united-front government 
will not provide a solution ior 
the internal. difficulties of China. 
They look upon it as merely a 
step in the direction of their 
ultimate goal: a Soviet. govern- 
ment of China.” 

It was 11 years later that the 
Reds realized that goal, by driv- 
ing Chiang and his forces off 
the China mainland to the island 
of Formosa.

DORTMUND, Germany, Dec. 
18 (AP)—Five hundred school 
children speeding home for 
Christmas in a holiday special 
escaped death and serious in- 
jury today in a two-train wreck 
at Dortmund station.

SERIOUSLY INJURED 
PILOT RESCUES 2 IN 
BURNING AIRLINER 


BRAMPTON, Ont., Dec. 18 
(AP)--Despite serious injuries, 
Capt. Norman Ramsay climbed 
back into the flaming wreckage 
of a nada _ Ajirlines 
Super Constellation last night 
and rescued two fellow crewmen 
trapped in the cockpit. - 

The heroic role of Ramsay, 
pilot of the plane that crashed 
on a farm near here was dis- 
closed today. Officials said he 
was in a serious condition suf- 


fering from shock, a fractured 
skull, chest and thigh injuries. 

No one was killed in the 
crash, but injuries were suffered 
by all 16 passengers and seven 
crew members. The big airliner 
was en route from Tampa, Fla., 
to Toronto. 

Ramsay dragged First Officer 
Gary Anderson and Flight En- 
gineer T. G. Phillips from the 
cockpit. Aiding him was Irene 
Deruchie, a stewardess, who suf- 
fered head and back injuries. 

Cause of the crash remained 
undertermined. 

Marlene Stewart, Canada’s 20- 
year-old golf champion, was 
aboard, she suffered burns on 
her knees, left wrist and hand.

Kefauver Accuses Strauss of 


‘Blackmailing’ Tennessee Valley. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (UP) 
—Senator Estes Kefauver today 
accused Lewis L. Strauss, chair- 
man of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, of trying to “blackmail” 
the Tennessee Valley and its con- 
gressional representatives into 
abandoning opposition to the 
controversial Dixon-Yates power 
contract. 
The Tennessee Democrat said 
Strauss was guilty of “one of the 
most highly improper things that 
a man holding high office in the 
United States had done in many, 
many years.” 

Kefauver spoke out after 
Strauss told a press conference 
yesterday that should the Dixon- 
Yates power contract not go 
through as planned, he believed 
the AEC could take all the 
power it needs from TVA. 
Strauss acknowledged that 
such a move would deprive con- 
sumers in the Tennessee valley 
of some TVA power. 

Kefauver said Strauss was, in 
effect, “telling us that we had 


better withdraw our opposition 
or he'll take our power away 
from us. 

“We in the Tennessee valley 
region do not easily submit to 
blackmail and this is as good a 
time for Adm. Strauss to find 
that out as any,’ Kefauver 
added.

The eminent pianist Robert 
Casadesus played the Brahms B 
Flat’ Major concerto last night 
on the St. Louis Symphony Orch- 
estra’s concert. Little can be re- 
ported about the performance 
because only a little of it was 
heard. The concerto came after 
intermission and one with a 
deadline to make could only 
stick around long enough to 
hear the opening horn passage 
and the first piano measures. 
This was hardly enough to strike 
the Brahms vein. There was a 
thrill in seeing Mr. Casadesus 
once more on a stage which he 
visited, with two members of his 
piano-playing family, in 1951, 
and last as a soloist in 1948. 
Other items on last evening’s 
program, in order of their ap- 
pearance, were remarks about 
the book “St. Louis Symphony 
of Cooking,” the first playing on 
these concerts of Bernard Wag- 
enaar’s “Concert Overture” and 
the twenty-second performance 
at these concerts of the Franck 
Symphony in D Minor. Laurent 
Tourno, former flautist of the 
orchestra who has cooking as a 
hobby, was in chef’s cap and 
apron as he said nice things 
about the cook book, published 
by. the Women’s Association of 
the Symphony Society. Proceeds 
from sales go to the orchestra's 
maintenance fund. 

The short overture by Wage- 
naar, a Juilliard faculty mem- 
ber. is interesting at first, with 
its quasi-religious overtones and 
an apparent return to baroque 
style, but from there on its 
ideas become sketchy, noticeably 
eclectic. The music’s total effect 
is as though it were from outer 
space. 

The Franck symphony has had 
more compelling readings from 
Conductor Vladimir Golschmann 
and the orchestra. Its perform- 
ance allowed this symphony to 
break its tie with Beethoven’s 
“Eroica” in number of times 
played on these concerts. It 
now has but four symphonies as 
peers in this respect. The 
Tschaikowsky: Sixth and the 
Brahms First, Second and 
Fourth have been played more 
often.

Seventeen states thus far have 
enacted right-to-work laws, which | 
outlaw all forms of compulsory | 
union membership. Twelve of | 
the 17 are in the South. 

Secretary of Labor James P. | 
Mitchell told the CIO conven- | 
tion he strongly opposes right- | 
to-work laws. President Eisen- | 
hower the next day avoided tak- | 
ing a stand, saying Mitchell 
spoke only for himself.

“fraud” the contention that) 
tight-to-work laws are in the’ 
best interests of states’ rights. | 
Such supporters of right-to-work | 
laws as the National Association | 
of Manufacturers and Senator |

It is an at-' 
tempt to cloak with a respectable 
label a program which is nakedly | 
anti-labor.” 

If the states are permitted to | 
depress wages through passage 
of anti-union legislation, says the | 
report, the nation might well| 
see itself in the throes of “eco-' 
nomic Balkanization.” States’ 
with high wages and decent liv-' 
ing standards, it said, would seek | 
to close their markets to the| 
products of “sweatshop” states, | 
thus ending the free flow of | 
goods and destroying national | 
unity.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18, 


RESIDENT EISENHOWER has 

placed on the shoulders of Joseph 

Morrell Dodge, a cautious Detroit 
banker, responsibility for attempting 
to find some compromise to the clash- 
ing views within the Administration 
on one of the most complex foreign 
policy problems the United States has 
ever faced. , 

This is the problem of economic aid to 
the world’s underdeveloped countries, par- 
ticularly Asia. The Administration is offi- 
cially committed to the viewpoint that em- 
phasis in the cold war is shifting from 
military to economic competition and that 
this country must step up its economic 
defenses while retaining its military power. 
The Far East is regarded by the Adminis- 
tration as the major economic battle- 
grourid at this time. 

But thus far there has been a sharp con- 
flict over how this shduld be accomplished. 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles and 
Foreign Operations Administrator Harold 
E. Stassen are regarded as favoring rather 
large-scale assistance over a period of 
years in the form of outright grants as well 
as loans and technical aid. Secretary of 
the Treasury George M. Humphrey gen- 
erally favors loans, and not too many of 
those, fe, 

Dodge; @ former director of the Bureau 
of the Budget, has been named a special 
presidential assistant charged with estab- 
lishing a council on foreign economic 
policy and serving as its chairman. 

The White House statement announcing 
its formation said Dodge’s council will be 
comparable to the top-level National Se- 
curity Council, with which Dodge was di- 
rected to establish appropriate working re- 
lations. The economic council will include 
as members Dulles, Humphrey, Stassen, 
Secretary of Commerce Sinclair Weeks, 
and Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson. In addition, three White House 
aids will be ex-officio members. They are 
Gabriel Hauge, economic affairs; Robert 
Cutler, national security affairs, and an 
undesignated. member of the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers, possibly 
Chairman Arthur F. Burns. 

Heads of other departments and agencies 
are to be invited to participate in meet- 
ings from time to time. Nelson A. Rocke- 
feller, appointed Thursday: as presidential 
“cold war” specialist, will work with the 
Dodge council. Dodge and Rockefeller 
will sit in on meetings of the Natiomal Se- 
curity Council.

PRESIDENT Eisenhower made it clear 
that Dodge, as chairman of the ‘economic 
council, is expected to co-ordinate other 
people’s views. 

In a letter to the banker, the President 
said that it was his desire to proceed as

co-ordination of foreign economic policy, 
including its relation to domestic economic 
policy where it is involved.” 
“More particularly,” the President, 
went on, “in respect to foreign economic

HE IS DESCRIBED as an introverted 
man who is almost entirely absorbed in 
banking and economics. He reads a great 
deal on those subjects, seldom goes out 
and does little entertaining when he is 
at home at his modest house in Grosse 
Pointe. He is not. wealthy, as- might be 
implied by his various titles and connec- 
tions with the automobile and other in- 
dustries. ' 

He has served as president and directgr 
of the Detroit bank, director of the Pack- 
ard and Chrysler companies, director of 
insurance concerns and as president of the 
American Bankers’ Association. In the 
latter capacity he advocated self-imposed 
restraint in granting credit. With this 
background it seems likely Dodge wil view 
Asian ‘problems in terms of big capital 
projects. 

Dodge’s selection as Budget Director 
was one of the first two appointments Mr. 
~ Roped made after his election in 
1952. 


Dodge was recommended for the budget 
post by Gen. Lucius Clay, a close associate 
of Mr. Eisenhower, who had been im- 
pressed with Dodge's ability while Clay 
was deputy military governor of Germany 
in 1946. Dodge had held various wartinie 
posts in the defense establishment, work-

ing at price, procurement and contract re- 
negotiation problems, and was sent to 
Germany to set up a financial plan ,for 
German recovery. 

In Germany he instituted reforms in the 
banking system and recommended a dras- 
tic 90 per cent reduction. in the value 
of the German currency. Parts of Dodge’s 
plans were carried out piecemeal. He re- 
ceived the Medal for Merit for his efforts 
and two years later returned to Europe 
as a United States minister at the Aus- 
trian treaty conference. Here he had a 
full exposure to Russian bargaining 
methods. , 

In 1948 Dodge went to Japan to balance 
the Japanese budget. The Japanese com- 
plained he brought about deflation; there 
were complaints in the United States his 
methods were too brutal. He did balance 
the budget, however. He returned to 
Japan in 1950 and again in 1951. The 
Korean war interrupted the progress of 
his financial program so that whether it 
would have been successful ultimately is 
not known. 

The son of a Detroit poster artist, Dodge 
went to work as an insurance clerk after 
graduating from high school.” He became 
a bank messenger, a clearinghouse clerk, 
‘an accountant, an examiner for the Michi- 
gan Securities Commission, sales manager 
for an automobile agency and vice presi- 
dent of the shaky First National Bank of 
Detroit, which crashed in 1933 a few. 
months after Dodge was hired. 

Dodge organized a new bank out of the 
debris and then at the end of 1933 be- 
came president of the Detroit Savings 
Bank, now the Detroit Bank, which has 
assets of more than 11 times those it 
held in 1933. 

Dodge has a fine reputation as an 
organizer and it is probable he will be 
able to simplify the Government's eco- 
nomic aid procedures, as the President 
requested. Beyond this, what he can 
accomplish should be indicated by early

Standards for Foreign 
Service Officers.

On January 1, as Deputy Under 
Secretary of State for Administration, 
he will.take over an equally complex 
and difficult assignment, the restora- 
tion of morale and efficiency among 
departmental employes, especially 


those serving overseas. 

His task will be the more difficult be- 
cause of the firing last month of John 
Paton Davies, one of the highest ranking 


foreign service officers, because a special, 


non-departmental board had found there 
was “reasonable doubt” about Davies's 
“judgment, discretion and reliability.” 

In affirming the board’s decision, Secre- 
tary of State Dulles stated specifically that 
neither he nor the five-man panel had 
found that Davies was “disloyal in the 
sense of having any Communistic affinity 
or consciously aiding or abetting any alien 
elements hostile to the United States.” 

Dulles and the board asserted that “Mr. 
Davies’s observations and evaluations of 
the facts, his policy r dations, his 
attitude with respect to existing policy and 
his disregard of proper forbearance and 
caution in making known his dissents out- 
side privileged boundaries were not in ac- 
cordance with the standard required of for- 
eign service officers.” 

. * * 

THE DISMISSAL of Davies, after 23 
years in the State Department and after he 
chad been cleared by eight previous security 
boards, raises two questions Henderson 
will have to answer in the near future: 

1. What is the State Department’s 
“standard” for measuring the qualifications 
of high—and low—ranking foreign service 
officers? 

2. Where is the “privileged boundary” 
which the board found Davies had over- 
stepped partly in making his reports to 
the départment and partly in talking with 
American correspondents in Asia and 
Europe? 

The importance of these questions was 
attested by. a lengthy editorial in the cur- 
rent Foreign Service Journal, a conserva- 
tive monthly magazine published by past 
and present foreign service officers. The 
editorial said in part: ' 

“Since all of us owe our present profes- 
sional status, be it high or low, to the 
same system of evaluating performance 
that carried John Davies to the top of the 
service, can anyone doubt the serious ef- 
fect on service efficiency and morale of 
the implications of the Davies decision?” 

In guarded language, the editorial ques- 
tioned the competency and legality of the 
five-man board that overturned the find- 
ings of eight previous boards. As late as 
July 1951, after Davies had been cleared 
by the department’s Loyalty Security 
Board, the department announced: 

“He has been reinstated without préj- 
udice and with the full confidence of the 
department ...

THE PUBLIC as well as the State De- 
partment, is likely to get inadequate infor- 
mation if the implications of the Davies 
dismissal are fulfilled. In the past Amer- 
ican correspondents abroad have relied on 
information they retejved, generally on 
an off-the-record or non-attribution basis, 
from these experienced American diplo- 
mats when there was a condition of mu- 
tual trust and respect. 

Because there has beet! no definition of 
“privileged boundaries” within which 
Davies was expected to confine his re- 
marks and views, it is impossible to say 
what part his conversations with reporters 
was responsible for his discharge. 

This reporter, who has known Davies for 
many years, had this experience in Europe 
in the spring of 1953: 

The principal assignments were the 
North Atlantic Treaty Council of Foreign 
Ministers, meeting in Paris, and the 
chances of ratification of the now-dead 
European Defense Community treaties for 
the rearming of Western Germany. 

The trip included stops at four capitals, 
where, on an off-the-record understanding, 
I talked with United States Ambassadors 
Winthrop W. Aldrich and Lincoln Gordon 
in London; Myron Cowen in Brussels, and 
C. Douglas Dillon and David Bruce in 
Pais. In Bonn I saw Acting High Com- 
missioner Samuel Reber and Davies, then 
the political officer with the rank of min- 
ister. 

With the exception of Davies, every 
Ambassador predicted, not too confidently, 
but repeatedly, that the French would 
ratify EDC by August or September 1953 
at the latest.

One of the best examples of news- 
paper reporting of a medical situa- 
tion which I have ever seen is that 
in last Sunday's PICTURES by Rob- 
ert E. Hannon, with the eexcellent 
support of Arthur Witman’s photo- 


aphs. 

This striking documentation of the 
well-known but usually ignored fact 
that public health is purchasable 
should prove of great value to new- 
ly-born and unborn St. Louisans. 

Among the most important statis- 
tics presented are: 

1. That at. Homer Phillips Hospi- 
tal, with facifities for 200 births per 
month, from 350 to 400 must be cared 
for (this in contrast with 100 to 200 
per month at City Hospital). 

2. That at Homer Phillips, one 
nurse often has to care for 20 pre- 
mature infants—the proper propor- 
tion is 1 to 6. 

3. That all too often “premees” are 
discharged home only to return in 
bad condition because of inadequate 
follow-up by Public Health nurses. 
(Premees have better opportunity for 
good care across the river in East St. 
Louis.) 

Our city should be ashamed of its 
stinginess toward its hospitals, its 
health department, and its nursing- 
program. 

The Hospital Commissioner, the 
Health Commissioner, the Director of 
Public Welfare, and the Mayor him- 
self are of course concerned about 
the death-rate of our infants. 

If the Post-Dispatch’s vivid demon- 
stration does not arouse others in 
the City Hall who tax and spend, 
then let us voters (hardest of*all to 
arouse?) act accordingly. Here in- 
deed is a test of our municipal civil- 
ization and intelligence.

Second, Congress made the office secure from 
presidential pressire by reserving the right to 
remove, That is, the President is authorized by 
law to appoint a Comptroller General, but the 
same law ferbids removal by the President. Only 
Congress may remove. 

Third, Congress provided a higher salary than 
was customary at the time in Government posts 
in order to attract as good a man as possible and 
to say in effect to him that he was expected to 
resist any and all temptations to be lax in his 
conduct of the office. 

The first President to name a Comptroller 
General was Warren G. Harding and he named 
a man who was eternally on the job for the tax- 
payer, the late John R. McCar!l of Nebraska. Mr. 
McCarl, who had been an administrative aid to 
Nebraska’s great Senator, George William Nor- 
ris, knew ‘Congress’s intent and carried it out 
to the best of his ability. He crossed swords with 
many people in his 15 years, including Franklin 
D. Roosevelt over many New Deal expenditures, 
and there were times when he was unnecessarily 

' belligerent. 

But John McCar! was a daily watchdog of ap- 
propriated funds. When he retired from the of- 
fice in 1936, the Post-Dispatch said of him: “In 
the welter of Washington yes-men, he was a 
forthright, solitary and heartening man.” 

The only other Comptroller General is Lind- 
say Warren of North Carolina whose 15-year 
term expired last May. Mr. Warren, a former 
member of the House of Representatives, car- 
ried on the McCarl tradition of hewing to the 
fiscal line, but was more diplomatic about it. 

Now President Eisenhower is attempting to fill 
the post with Mr. Campbell, a man who has no 
experience in Congress and who apparently was 
not recommended by any member of Congress to 
the White House. A former official of Columbia 
University, Mr. Campbell was appointed by the 
President to be a member of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. He now has a recess appointment 
as Comptroller General, but this will not be good 
for long unless he is confirmed by the new 
Senate. ? 

Already opposition is sounding. There is even 
some talk that confirmation will be withheld. 
Undoubtedly Democratic Senators will look into 

Mr. Campbell's connection, as an AEC member, 
with the Dixon-Yates deal, and some Republican 
Senators may decide that the White House did 
not show a sufficient understanding of the office 
of Comptroller General when it failed to con- 
sult with G.O.P. congressional leaders. 

Whatever else this situation shows, it reveals 
that the White House staff has done little to 
brief the President on the practical aspects of: 
filling this important office. Whoever advised a 
recess appointment less than three weeks before 
Congress meets under new management, invited 
congressional displeasure. 

President Eisenhower is entitled to better 
guidance. Someone ought to take this case as a 
sample and explain the need to him in explicit 
terms. It would be foolish to start the second 
half of the Administration with an unnecessary 
controversy over the vital office of Comptroller 
General. 
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As Groceries Save Football 

Beer is saving baseball, it seems. And the 
chain stores may save football, judging by the 
experience of Villanova. The team lost nine 
games and won only one but did better than ever 
at the gate. The reason: an arrangement with 

, chain stores under which they gave away a foot- 
ball ticket with every purchase of $10 worth of 
groceries. No doubt some college football im- 
presarios fee] that the plan is a bit short on 
elegance; but it is honest, and it works. 

This leaves only basketball trying to save itself 
by its own devices. The indoor game’s promoters 
have decided that what the customers want is 
scoring. The latest scheme suggested for getting 
more of this is the professionals’ 24-second rule: 
Take a shot within 24 seconds after getting the 
ball, or give it to the other team. The experts 
say that under this rule, with a little practice, 
almost any team can get 100 points a game. No- 
body seems to believe any more in the law of 
diminishing returns, that a team might score so 
many baskets that the fans get tired of watching 
points clicked up and stay away out of boredom. 

We will be glad to watch this shooting affray 
with an open mind. We hope we will not be ac- 
cused of prejudging it if, in the meanwhile, we 
try to think up some gimmick like a ticket with 
every carton of cigarettes or every safety razor. 
We just want to be helpful in case goals prove 
to be not enough in this age of the “package 
deal.” 
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The Post Office Under Siege 

Besieged by protests over “junk mail,” the 
Post Office Departme@# has peered down from 
its parapet long enough té notice the outcry and 
to take defensive measures from on high. 

Junk mail is unaddressed third-class advertis- 
ing sent merely to “householder” or “occupant” 
under a September 1953 order by Postmaster 
General Summerfield. This unwanted material 
has crammed postmeén’s sacks and littered citi. 
zens’ mailboxes. 

The letter carriers’ union had protested that 
junk mail makes pack mules of postmen. One of 
Mr. Summerfield’s assistants now says this is not 
so. He says no postman carries more than 35 
pounds and if junk mail increases his load, the 
excess is picked up along the route. What this 
implies is that no postman has to carry more 
than 35 pounds, but he now has to carry it most 
of the time. 

But the main excuse for junk mail was to save 
money, and whether it does or not still seents an 
open question. Mr. Summerfield’s office says 
such mail costs.less to handle per piece, because 
it does not have to be sorted. Yet junk mail ad- 
mittedly has increased the load of mail handling. 
It is hard to believe that, sorted or unsorted, a 
heavier load is not going to cost more to handle. 

Losses on third-class mail generally run to a 
third of the annual postal deficit—and the losses 
are believed to have increased by- $166,000,000 
since las, year. To what extent is junk mail re- 
sponsible, if it is? The Post. Office Department 


does not say. The Postmaster General himself 
asserts that nothing will be done about junk mail 
until a “study” is completed. We do not see how 
the Post Office can insist that. junk mail saves 
money and at the same time suggest that the 
facts await further study. In any case the junk 
mail order has been in effect for more than a 
year and that is time enough for study. 

Postal authorities will not find it easy to sell 
irritated citizens on any postal rate increases as 
long as unwanted junk mail clutters their boxes 
and poses such unanswered reese 
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The Only Policy for NATO 

The Paris NATO meeting has affirmed that 
the decision to use nuclear weapons is one to 
be made by responsible civil authorities. But as 
Belgium's Paul-Henri Spaak indicated, this prin- 
ciple is not absolute. Consultations among the 
various NATO governments may, under some 
circumstances, not be possible. 


“If an atomic bomb knocks out the tele. ° 


phone,” he said, “I dont think we can wait for 
service to be re-established before ‘we make a 
decision.” 

Such an open-end policy really is. the only 
logical and realistic course for NATO to follow. 
The Western governments do not know under 
what conditions the employment of nuclear 
weapons may become necessary: so there can 
be no absolute decision as to brie shall pull 
the trigger. 

Most thinking, of course, isin Vie of*a di- 
rect Russian assault on the Western European 
countries or an attempted atomic surprise at- 
tack on the United States. The variou’ govern- 
ments can decide—and no doubt already have 
decided—on how such an attack would be met. 
The military leaders surely have their instruc- 
tions as to what to do and when. The decision 
already has been made for them. ‘ 


But it is by no means sure that the Commu- . 


nists, if they attack, will do it in just the way 
we expect. Korea has demonstrated the possi- 
bility of many “little” wars, started by a satel- 
lite government without atomic weapons, Here 
the question would be whether to turn the little 
war into the big war by the use of A-bombs, 
H-bombs or other nuclear weapons. This deci- 
sion surely ought not to be left to one military 
commander or even to one government. Con- 
sidering the enormous perils involved in such 
a decision for every NATO nation, there cer- 
tainly should be—and would be—consultation as 
long as consultation is possible. 

The necessary primacy of civilian government 
in a democracy and of a united policy in an 
alliance—so long as a major emergency does 
not make these impossible—seems so obvious 
that one wonders why the issue was precipitated. 
NATO met it in the only way open to the free 
nations of the West.

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tg Free Mind Gets Around 

The thoughts of Alvin Johnson have influ- 
enced a good many Americans who may only 
dimly remember his name, or may never have 
heard it at all, and his eightieth birthday is a 
good occasion to note some reasons for this. 

In 1909 there appeared a little book called 
simply, “Introduction to Economics.” It was one 
of the earlier attempts to introduce college stu- 
dents to hard economic facts which had formerly 
been considered obscure if not irrelevant. 

As an economist, Alvin Johnson had his first 
contact with material necessity on a Nebraska 
farm. In his most scholarly writings he never 
seemed to lose sympathy for the way mankind 
is knocked around by economic forces. He won- 
dered, when the question needed wondering 
about, whether man could not rule his economics 
rather than let economics rule him. 

Even this inquiry was, of course, too small to 
restrict his inquiring mind. He was led onto col- 
lege campuses and into the New Republic staff. 
He moved to and from important contributions 
for the “Encyclopedia of Social Sciences” and 
fiction and autobiography and editorials. He 
crossed from scholarship to public life and back 
again. Only a few years ago he served as vice 
chairman of Gov. Dewey's committee on fair 
employment practices which produced a model 
statute for New York. 

Finally the name of Alvin Johnson cannot be 


. far distinguished from-the remarkable institu- 


tion which he helped to found and led for many 
years—the Iiew School for Social Research in 
New York. 

Here was and is an intensive effort in adult 
education erasing many of the cliches of academ- 
ic life, And to it, in the days when fascism 
scourged Europe, Mr. Johnson brought a remark- 
able group of exiles. For this he has just been 
honored by the West German Government and 
the ancient University of Heidelberg. It could be 
said that he saved a whole faculty from totali- 
tarianism and gave America a gift of free minds. 

Alvin John- 
son has eighty years of liberation behind him, 
avd may there be more to come!

A recent budget review by 
Budget Director Rowland R. 
Hughes forecast an increase in 
the deficit for this year from the 
estimated three billion dollars to 
$4,700,000,000.

conference repeated his favor- 
ite theme about the Administra- 
tion’s goal being a balanced 
budget and then added, “We are 
moving in the right direction.” 
Likewise, a deficit was forecast 
for the Government year which 
ends on June 30, 1956, although 
no one would speculate on how 
big it will be. 

This is a sort of shoe-on-the- 
other-foot situation for the 
Democrats who for years in 
presidential campaigns had the 
charge of deficit spending 
thrown at them. Now they are 
saying that after all President 
Truman balanced the budget in 
three of his seven years in the 
White House despite sweeping 
tax cuts passed by the Republi- 
can Ejightieth Congress. 

What they are not saying, nat- 
urally, is that two years of this 
budget-balancing act occurred 
before the Korean war when the 
Truman Secretary of Defense 
had cut the military down to 13 
billion dollars annually. 

Politics to one side, the battle 
over the budget in the coming 
Congress is certain to be pro- 
longed and bitter, Secretary of 
Defense Charles E. Wilson will

Kenyon College as 
Haven for Writers

NE of the minor marvels 
0 of the writing world is 
Kenyon College. In the 

last year, its teachers have 
published two first-class, well- 
selling novels, an important 
philosophical work, a provoca- 
tive book on higher education, 
a’ brief but brilliant defense of 
the freedom of teaching and 
learning, a collection of poetry 
as well as more-to-be-expected 
treatises on economics and 
chemistry, not to mention the 
quarterly issues of the Kenyon 
Review, edited by John Crowe 
Ransom and Philip Blair Rice. 
All of which has drawn special 
» attention in the London Times. 


The Review has long been 
regarded as one of the chief 
vehicles of contemporary— 

_ and perhaps over-extended— 
” criticism, but it also has been 
kept close enough to matters 
mundane to carry such a re- 
porter-like consideration of 
the troubles of the times as 
the lead article of the autumn 
number, written by R. P. 
Blackmur after an extended 
trip through Europe and the 
Middle East. And it has al- 
ways welcomed good fiction. 


One expects such produc- 
tivity from a Harvard or a 
Chicago, but hardly from a lit- 
tle college in tiny Gambier, O. 
What manner of place is this? 
The eilfinch spire of Old 
Kenyos Wall shoots up from a 
high, w@ded hill as the vis- 
itor’s fiff sign of a campus 
handsoms 3nd ample. Happily, 
the school is well enough en- 
dowed to hold its student body 
down to avout 400, and to 
avoid a regional uniformity. 

More importantly, the col- 
lege is able to draw teachers 
from Oxford and the Sorbonne 
as well as from American uni- 
versities. And these teachers 
are expected to teach. Here 
are no graduate courses and 
research projects. The em- 
phasis is on the fundamentals 
of the liberal arts—with no 
short cuts. The attitude is 
almost European. Students are

regarded as adults. Due no- 
tice is given of the time and 
place of lectures.and examina- 
tions. The requirements are 
high, but one can always go 
home.

S for the students, after 
A the freshmen, with all the 
easy habits of high school, 
get over the shock of having 
to read Plato, St. Anselm and 
the Nichomachean Ethics, they 
behave like the rest of their 
breed. The soccer team takes 
two games a year from Ohio 
State, the la crosse team goes 
East in search of competition 
and, this year at least, the 
football team lost all _ its 
games. The college paper is 
not clamoring for a new coach. 
The front page of a recent 
issue, however, did feature, in 
a two-column width, a survey

tough enough. The real gripe, 
however, seems to be over the 
refusal of the trustees to sell 
land to a female seminary 
which hoped to be to Kenyon 
what Radcliffe is to Harvard.

school by Harry Barnard in 
his new biography of Presi- 
dent Hayes.

HIS then is a happy seat 
T for a teacher with a type- 

writer. Here is stimulation 
and quiet comfort. Here good 
teaching still leaves a man 
with time enough for his own 
thoughts. So it seems no great 
wonder after all that Peter 
Taylor, once a St. Louis boy, 
should publish novels like 
“The Widows of Thornton” as 
well as short stories in The 
New Yorker. Or that Wilfred 
Desan who came from France 
to teach philosophy should 
write “The Tragic Finale,” a 
consideration of contemporary 
European pessimism.

Without it, the col- 
lege probably would still be a 
rural seat able to give the na- 
tion no more than a President, 
a few Supreme Court Justices, 
some governors and the tin- 
type.

HIS is the most recently- 
T published book by the 

author of “Alice’s Ad-

The most remarkable thing 
about these poems is that they 
were written by one of such 
tender years — certainly the 
authom.was a very advanced 
lat/and his poems would do 
credit to one twice his age.

Perhaps the best piece .is 
the one that conveys an al- 
most adult feeling of frustra- 
tion, about a boy and the 
Good Fairy who is continually 
telling him what he must not 
do. More than a few threads 
of what was later to develop 
into, Carroll's great talent as 
a children’s story-teller can 
be seen in this early, inchoate 
work, and it is recommended 
for all, both young and old, 
who wish to complete their 
collections of his writings.

NE of the unnoticed 
() trines about the postwar 
Italian renascence in 
literature is that nearly all 
of these novels have dealt 
with experiences peripheral to 
World War II. Silone, Vit- 
torini, Malaparte, Berto, Mo- 
ravia—none of them has writ- 
ten a novel in which World 
War II dominates the action 
and the growth or change of 
character, individually or col- 
lectively. 
So, “The Day of the Lion” 
by Giose Rimanelli is an im- 
portant first novel in that re- 


‘ spect. It is entirely about the 


war, and it has much to say 
that is relevant to Italy and 
the war as well as to the men 
and women who fought the war 
everywhere, whether they were 
Italians or Americans or any- 
thing else. 

One should not neglect to 
add quickly that “The Day of 
the Lion” seems to envelop 
you in the reckless, stupid 
fighting. It’s an artful novel. 
Like fiction of consequence, it 
makes you a participant in the 
lives of others. You suffer a 
little when the band of guer- 
rillas strides into the military 
hospital and murders the 
wounded Italian marine. You 
share some of the teen-age 
sergeant’s loss when his woman 
drives by with a captain in a 
command car. It’s a compres- 
sed, ugly little Fascist-whipped 
world that “The Day of the 
Lion” creates. Yet it is a real 
world, one which you can be- 
lieve was there in the soiled 
white Italian mountaing of the 


early 1940s. 
The love story of the 
young hero, Marco Lau- 


dato, who runs away from 
home to join the army, and 
the woman who nurses him 
back to health after he is 
wounded, brings some of the 
best writing In Mr. Rimanelli 
to the front. Whether by de-

sign or accident, occasionally it 
makes one think of Frederic 
Henry and Catherine Barkley 
of “A Farewell to Arms.” 
There is some of the Heming- 
way romanticism about this 
novel—the heavy drinking, the 
hell-raising among the men, 
the exhilaration of being under 
fire, the one-man-against-the- 
world stance. 


But killing has made men 
tougher and colder since 
Ernest Hemingway's war. 
“None of us in this war has 
a heart,” says Marco’s friend 
Sergeant Elia, “because who- 
ever’s got a little is the first 
to die. The good always die 
first.”

And this point of view, rep- 
resentative as it may be, 
deprives “The Day of the Lion” 
of some of its potential.

“Thinking kills us , . it’s 
been passed on to us by a 
diseased past, which makes it 
useless to diagnose our weari- 
ness or even to give it a 
name.” 


The loss of Anna, the death 
of Elia, his humiliation in the 
hands of the Communist parti- 
sans, the murder of an inno- 
cent shepherd — there is 
tragedy here, the kind of 
tragedy Hemingway sensed. 
But Marco is incapable of 
tragic response. He matures 
under fire and he subcon- 
sciously arrives at his mini- 
mum requirements 
food, a bed, a roof.

Home Builders Amaze and Worry 
Economists With Many Starts 


By WILLIAM KERWIN 

WASHINGTON (INS) — The 
housing boom which has been 
sweeping the country since Octo- 
ber is causing some concern 
among economists who fear that 
the spurt in home building may 
get out of control. 
’ For two straight months, the 
builders have literally amazed 
the experts beyond expectations 
by smashing all previous records 
for home construction in the fall 
when output usually dips 
sharply. 

“I’m holding my breath,” one 
leading housing economist says. 
“We're in a boom all right. But 
I’m a little disturbed over the 
way it is developing. December 
and January ought to tell the 
story.” 

The main fear is that housing 
output may expand so rapidly 
that an oversupply of new 
houses may hit the market all 
at once next spring, causing dif- 
ficulties for both builders and 
buyers. . 

Money Plentiful? 

An expert points out this 
might have an unfavorable ef- 
fect on sales competition, but, 
even worse, an unusually high 
volume af new housing might 
strain the supply of mortgage 
financing and make it difficult 
for buyers to obtain loans to 
cover their home purchases. 

The United States Chamber of 
Commerce says there will be’ 
sufficient mortgage financing 


tion of at least 1,200,000 new 
homes. But the Government pre- 
dicts output will jump to 1,300,- 
000 units in 1955 and produc- 
tion so far this fall is exceeding 
that estimate.

This Year Cleveland 
Is Indignant Over M.V.P. 


PPARENTLY the most 
A valuable players in the 

major leagues cannot be 
selected without much indig- 
nation and loud lamentation 
about. injustice. Two years 
ago the loudest bleats were 
from Philadelphia and -Brook- 
lyn when Hank Sauer of the 
Cubs was picked by the base- 
ball writers. ‘In Philadelphia 
there were angry protests be- 
cause Robin Roberts didn’t get 
the award and in Brooklyn 
tears were shed becausé Joe 
Black wasn’t named top man 
in the valuable category. 


There were good arguments, 
too, along with the indigna- 
tion. Roberts won 28 games 


and lost only seven for the 
Phillies that year. We'd say 
that made him extremely valu- 
able to his club and a stand- 
out in the pitching business. 
Black, a great relief pitcher 
that year, won 15 and lost only 
four. That Was brilliant rescue 
work. 

This year the angry wail is 
from Cleveland and again 
there is substance to back up 
the protests. Ed McAuley, 
talented and highly respected 
columnist, says in the Cleve- 
land News, that “Larry (Yogi) 
Berra is thé best catcher in 
the business, but he is ho more 
the American League’s Most 
Valuable Player than I am.” 

McAuley goes on to say that 
the honor this year should 
have gone to Larry Doby, 
Bobby Avila or Bob Lemon. 
McAuley might well have 
added two more names to his 
list of should-haves. He well 
might have named Mike Garcia 
and Early Wynn. They helped 
pitch the Indians to the pen- 
nant and Garcia had a fine 
record in holding Guwn the 
enemy's earned runs, We don’t 
know how valuable McAuley 
was. We're certain, though, 
that he helped Al Lopez a lot, 
even if Ed didn’t get any 
votes, 


Cleveland’s Three 
’ Writers Disagreed. 


HE big difficulty, of 

course, and one that will 
¥* be hard to eliminate, is 
that the baseball writers who 
pick the most valuable play- 
ers—three from each ‘city in 
the league—are human beings. 
It is not easy to regiment 
thinking. Even Cleveland’s 
three members of the B.B.W.A. 
committee couldn’t agree. Two 
gave Avila top ranking, while 
the third voted for Lemon as 
the most valuable. Had there 
been five voting from the 
Cleveland press box, Doby, 
Garcia or Wynn might have 
been named No. 1. Actually 
Doby drew five first-place 
votes in cities away from 
Cleveland and finished sec- 
ond to Berra. And, as Mc- 
Auley points out, the Indians 
dominated the first 10 places, 
with Avila finishing third, 
Lemon fifth and Wynn sixth. 


After the controversy that

followed the 1952 selection of 
Sauer of the Cubs, the B.B. 
W.A. asked for suggestions to 
improve the way of selecting 
the most valuable players. 
There were many suggestions, 
but most of them were too 
complicated and none elimi- 
nated the basic weakness, if 
it is a weakness, that when 24 
persons yote on who is most 
valuable it is certain there will 
- many and different opin- 
ons. 


There is room for improve- 
ment, of course. One would 
be to name a most valuable 
pitcher and a most valuable 
player. But then you divide 
the honor and reduce its im- 
portance. Actually there can 
be only one most valuable. 
Pitchers have both an advan- 
tage and a disadvcntage. Their 
records are publicized and 
glamorized and when compet- 
ing with a pitcher with an out- 
standing record, a highly im- 
portant player of great defen- 
sive skill but modest batting 
average hasn't much of a 
chance.

What for 1955 
In Boxing Game? 
0 NE of the most turbulent 


years in boxing’s history 

closes with 1954. There 
has been plenty of action in 
and out of the ring. Numer- 
ous title matches were held 
with interest — although not 
attendance—at a high level. 

Also, the year closes in a 
very cloudy atmosphere with 
Jim Norris, president of the 
Internationa] Boxing Club and 
the biggest individual in box- 
ing today, under suspicion 
raised by a magazine article 
which asserts he was instru- 
mental in the “fixing” of two 
bouts some 15 years ago. 


If it is proved that Norris 
was a party to a pre-arrange- 
ment of a boxing bout, then 
the whole boxing business be- 
comes suspect. 


There has been many an 


accusing finger pointed at 
boxing. Apparently nobody 
connected with it is above 


suspicion. And the tough part 
of it is, charges are so diffi- 
cult to prove or disprove. 


In all the welter of ysm- 
plaints and counteéi com- 
plaints, you will notice that 
boxers, themselves, are sel- 
dom named. It is always a 
promoter, a manager, or some 
shadowy figure who is held 
up as the villain. 

True, boxers usually do 
what their managers tell them 
to do. That’s the way it is 
and that’s the way, probably, 
it should be. At the same 
time boxers have to bear their 
share of responsibility, too. 

No boxer has to agree to 
take part in a fixed fight. He 
doesn’t have to agree to “lay 
down” to any opponent and if 
he is confronted with a foe 
who is under instructions to 
“lay down” to him, he should 
be able to sense it and make 


the action known to the 
referee. 

Or is that too much to ex- 
pect? 


Boxers have a high respect 
for each other. They read 
about what one critic or an- 
other says about an opponent 
and they shake their heads. 
Because they know when they 
step into the ring, it’s the 
lonesomest place in the world. 
There’s nobody to help you 
once the bell rings. You're 
strictly on your own.

Despite 
his ups and downs, he was still 
a factor to be reckoned with 
until Lulu Perez knocked him 
out. Age had caught up with 
Willie and he presented the 
pitiful spectacle of a once 
great boxer going before the 
National Boxing Association 
asking that his suspension be 
lifted so he could get a cou- 
ple of fights to earn some 
money 

All. “that he had _ gained 
through his tough years in 
boxing had been dissipated 
and he wanted permission to 
go into the ring to help him- 
self financially.

He is a space physi- 
ologist and is head of a newly 
opened department of the School 
of Aviation Medicine of the 
United States Air Force, which 
has headquarters here at Ran- 
dolph Field.

Dr. Strug- 
hold is reticent about his work 
in Germany before and during 
the war, but in 1935 he was 
made director of the Aeromed- 
ical Research Institute in Berlin. 

After the war he went to the 
University of Heidelberg, where 
he was teaching when he ac- 
cepted an invitation to join the 
U.S. Air Force School of Avia- 
tion Medicine in 1947. 

_* * * 

R. STRUGHOLD is so space 
Dinindea that he likes to think 

of the earth as a space ship 
and to reduce the problem of 
tackling space to simple and 
somewhat general terms. 

“We can withstand space,” he 
explains, “in the same way we 
withstand the pressures and 
lack of oxygen in the deep 
waters of the ocean. We do it 
by submarine.” 

In other words, Dr. Strug- 
hold makes it clear, when man 
goes into outer space, he prob- 
ably won't be wearing a Buck 
Rogers suit with a fish bowl 
over his head. 

“Just as we create our own 
environment in a submarine, or 
rather, take our natural environ- 
ment with us,” he says, “we will 
create and take our natural en- 
vironment with us into oute 


space.” . 
The answer: pressurized, 
sealed cabins. “As soon as we 


have giant space ships,” he ex- 
— “‘we will take with us the 

climatic -conditions we 
have here. After all,” he says 
with a smile and a shrug, “what 


is the difference between atmos-. 


phere and space? In our at- 
mosphere we have a high con- 
centration of oxygen. In space, 
No oxygen. Simple matter.” 
But when he gets down to the 
details, the doctor is the first 
to’ agree there are a lot of 
problems to be solved before 
man gets out there in the great 


beyond and achieves weightless ° 


flight through space. Some of 
them are physiological, some are 
the job of the engineers. 

The problem of creating our 
atmosphere and taking it with 
us is not exactly simple. It is 
true. we have used pressurized 
cabins in planes to protect pas- 
sengers against mild forms of 
oxygen deficiency, but in these 
cases, Dr. Struhgold points out, 
we have been able to use the 
ambient air. But when you get 
up to 80,000 feet and beyond, 


. 


Strughold, “we must have a 
sealed cabin’ in which we can 
replace the oxygen used by the 
occupdnts and remove the car- 
bon dioxide, Just how to do this 
is one of the problems now under 
consideration.” 

Experiments. are being con- 
ducted with chemicals, also with 
plants. Each year the School of 
Aviation Medicine farms out ex- 
perimental projects to schools, 
hospitals and research depart- 
ments of private industry. Right 
now experiments are being con- 
ducted at the University of 
Texas to study the possible use 
of plants as a synthetic to con- 
vert carbon dioxide into oxy- 
gen. 

But then, if there’s one thing 
the School of Space Medicine 
has plenty of, it’s avenues to 
explore. One of them, for in- 
stance, is what to do about boil- 
ing blood. Not only does man 
in space have to be protected 
from the outside, but from the 
inside as well. Our atmosphere 
keeps our bodies from explod- 
ing and our blood and body 
fluids at proper temperature. 
But at 12 to 18 miles up strange 
things begin to happen. The low 
pressure causes the blood in the 
veins to start boiling, which 
causes almost instant death. And

at slightly higher altitudes water 
in the tissues would expand into 
vapor and literally tear a person 


apart. 

In the stratosphere, which 
extends from eight:to 20 miles 
from the earth, we get into. what 
Dr, Strughold calls “the chemi- 
cal laboratory of.the atmos- 
phere.” All kinds of chemical 
reactions take place, one. of 
which is. the formation of ozone, 
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particles ‘which come from the 
depths of space. When they 


reach the fringe of the atmos- 


phere, they hit air molecules and 
smash themselves into a fine 
spray. This point fs called the 
spray zone. With each increase 
in altitude the rays become more 
powerful. Some scientists be- 
lieve that an atomic ray can 


ebore right through a man, kill- 


ing a column of tissue. Just how 
much damage they really do is 
still subject to a lot of study, 
says Dr. Strughold. 

“We can’t say that cosmic rays 
are too great a danger,” he says. 
“One shouldn’t be too pessi- 
mistic.” 


x *« * 

Y THE time a space ship had 
Breached the level of the cos- 

mic ray, it would be in fur- 
ther trouble from the terrific 
heat generated by the friction in 
such a rarefied atmosphere. The 
temperature on the outside of 
the ship would rise to a mini- 
mum of 400 degrees, which is a 
little hot for comfort. The only 
solution Mere, of course, would 
be equipment in the pressurized 
cabin to reduce the temperature 
to a livable degree. The more it 

reduced, the bulkier the 
equipment. 

Past 30 miles out, our space 
traveler would also run into the 
full force of ultra-violet radia- 
tion, a type of héat so intense 
that a couple of seconds’ ex- 

e to it would give him a 
violent sunburn. Continued ex- 
posure would be deadly to living 


cells: 

a this point the traveler 
would be in the chemosphere, 
which is the name of the level 
extending from 20 miles to 50 
miles from the earth. Scientists 
working at the United States Air 
Force Research Center at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., have now, strati-

Dr. Strughold, how- 
ever, does not call the exos- 
phere outer: space. The exos- 
phere, he says, extends from 
miles ‘to 1500 miles, and 
then outer space actually begins. 
Still farther above the atmos- 
sphere another physical hazard 
would assault the space traveler: 
showers of meteorites. Billions 
of them, most of them not much 
larger than a grain of sand, 
speed wildly through space at 
speeds estimated up to 150,000 
miles an hour. It is figured that 
a well-planned space ship would 
have adequate armor 
the- shower of meteorites,’ but 
should it meet one the size, say, 
of a football, traveling through 
space at such high speed, it 
might be the end of the expedi-

HERE’S 
T college-campus, modern, push-button look, and it’s out in 


Clayton. 


It’s attracting an awful lot of attention—favorable 


attention—nationally. No wonder. . 


The new Clayton High School, 
opened for the first time this 
term and doing just fine, is a rad- 
ical departure from the tradition 
that high school buildings should 
have the graceful lines of an 
unusually somber cracker box. 
It resembles the old-fashioned 
type of school construction— 
four-square and stolid as possi- 
ble—about as much as a sleek 
Jaguar resembles a -Model-A. 
Low-slung and streamlined, it 
sort of wanders around the 
grounds. 

This new building, or rather 
cluster of buildings — because 
here’s a high school scattered 
about a good bit of landscape— 
not only is being eyed with in- 
terest in educational and archi- 
tectural circles — it leaves the 
former high-school inmate of by- 
gone years feeling that he was 
born entirely too soon. 

Visitors from all over the 
country have toured this new 
splant, a construction which is 
the culmination of a lot of plan- 
ning, work and money. It’s still 
in its first few months of opera- 
tion, that potentially dreadful 
shake-down-cruise stage in which 
cruel fact can sometimes play 
so much havoc with happy 
theory. However, even the most 
‘hardened skeptics have been 
forced to agree that this new 
idea in school planning is a 
good one... 

The original spark of the idea 
for this new look in local high 
schools came back in the early 


40s when John L. Bracken, su-- 


perintendent of the Clayton 
Public Schools, got to wondering 
by just what natural law all high 
schools had to be box-like af- 
fairs. There seemed no earthly 
reason or rhyme for it, really, 
other than, of course, that ever- 
lasting bogey of: tight-budget. 

“About 80 per cent of gradu- 
ates of Clayton High go on to 
college,” said Bracken. (The 
national average is about 30 per 
cent.) “I wondered why in the 
world these youngsters had to 
wait until they. went to college 
before they got a campus atmos- 
phere.” ,

RAW up some plans for a 
D spread-out high school, 
Bracken suggested to archi- 
tects. The plans he got were only 
a slight modification of the old- 
type school. “I said spread out,” 
Bracken said, in italics. The 
next plans were spread out like 
‘a small city. Too much. They, 
too, were modified, changed, re- 
vamped and perfected. 
Eventually, the plans for this 
school, which was designed and 
the “construction supervised by 
William. B. Ittner, Inc., local 
architectural firm, won a na- 
tional award in 1949 as an out- 
standing example of contempo- 
rary, functidnal school architec- 
ture. The money for construc- 
tion came from bond 
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Here’s the kind of high school 
Clayton has—six buildings with 
‘construction around an open 
court about 300 by 185 feet. 
‘Covered arcades connect most 
of the buildings, and you keep 
feeling that you’re going to turn 
a corner and bump into Frank 
Lloyd Wright any minute. 


The expanse of still-green rye 
grass adds much to the college 
effect and is perfect for stroll- 
ing thoughtfully across like a 
college man, sprawling on pic- 
turesquely or knocking off an 
academic-looking pipeful. (Smok- 
ing is permitted during the noon 
hour. Shade of my harried prin- 
cipal!) 

’* * * 

E met the principal in a re- 
W ception area in the main 

building, a beautifully fur- 
nished room which looks like 
something straight out of the 
copies of House & Garden scat- 
tered around on the coffee ta- 
bles. He is Carl Burris, a pleas- 
ant man who has been Clayton 
principal since 1924; who has 
been in education for 39 years; 
who is obviously proud as he can 
be of his school and who has a 
mighty wide frame of reference 
about schools. His first teaching 
job, in his native Harrison coun- 
ty (Mo.), was in a one-room rural 
school where he taught eight 
grades simultaneously and in 
his spare time was janitor. 


“Frankly,” said Burris, “none 
of us could actually tell how this 
campus-planned idea was going 
to work until it went into opera- 
tion. Now, I'll say this without 
qualification—it’s fine.” 


What’s the main advantage of 
having a high school spread out 
all over? 

“The activities are separated,” 
Burris answered, immediately. 
“The students don’t get in each 
other’s way. The noise from 
such activities as band, gym and 
industrial arts doesn’t intrude in 
classes. The longer walks be- 
tween classes is a relaxation and 
this is a tangible advantage. The 
element of sameness and dull- 
ness is taken away from class- 
rooms. Those are the main, 
over-all advantages.” 

The 410 students at Clayton 
High have 56-minute classes with

As a class changed, and 
the halls filled we couldn't fig- 
ure out what was missing in the 
atmosphere of this school; what 
it was that seemed vaguely dif-

ferent. Then we had it—not 
much noise was heard. Sound- 
proofing? 

“No,” said Burris, “it’s not due 
altogether to the soundproofing 
materials used in the ceilings. A 
lot of the teachers, and myself, 
have a theory about this—we 
don’t have any real gauge, but 
the fact seems to be that the 
students are just naturally 
quieter in this building than 
they were in the old one.” 

* * * 


URSUING the cause for this 

minor miracle, we were told 

it results from the whole 
school having a restful atmos- 
phere. And it does. Contribut- 
ing are indirect lighting, huge 
windows, countryside views from 
soft color 
schemes, no crowding, vast and 
spacious halls and—jmportantly 
—the different feel from class- 
room to classroom. There is no 
monotony. Desks are designed 
differently for various rooms. 
Window layouts are different. 

From the individual seating 
arrangement in language classes, 
where there are soundproof read- 
ing and wire-recording rooms, a 
student may go next to English 
Literature, where small groups 
gather around circular tables. It 
makes a difference. 

Burris showed the well- 
equipped bandroom. 

“Soundproof,” he said with 
quiet satisfaction. 

You wander along the halls 
and keep waiting for the high 
school to run out but it doesn’t. 

A won- 
derfully equipped auditorium 
with 690 seating capacity, a

statistician in people. Friends of mine can con- 
template the national budget or the seating 
capacity of Madison Square Garden without lifting an 
~eyebrow—but they go into a statistical tailspin at the 
thought of all the shoes, oranges, toothbrushes, cakes 
of soap, mittens, cough drops and handkerchiefs 
needed to keep nine active youngsters in top running 
condition. 
Their mathematical Cin reaches its peak around 
Christmas. 


“Imagine buying presents for all those kids!” they 


exclaim, as if 1 could ever imagine not buying presents 
for all those kids. The more sympathetic ones add, 
“How in the world do you do it?” 

Well, it’s not easy, but it sure is a lot of fun. For- 
tunately, large families, like most other things, begin 
in a small way. This gave us the advantage of several 
years in which to work out a system that keeps every- 
one happy without putting me in the poorhouse at the 
same time. 

The beginnings of the scala sprang naturally out 
of the religious backgrounds of my wife, Ginny, and 
myself. Christmas, we had been taught, is not only a 


* 


birthday party involving presents like any other birth- 
day, but a very special and holy birthday involving a 
special and holy gift—the gift of Christ Himself to the 
world. The memorable thing about the first Christmas, 
we wanted our children to know, was not the getting 
but the giving. And our own Christmases must begin 
with that idea. 

So everybody started giving everybody something. 
But, with our second child, I began calculating. 

Two boys and two parents equaled four people, and 
each of four people giving three other people a gift 
for Christmas equaled 12 gifts. And these presents 
were in addition to those which Santa Claus was ex- 
pected to provide. 

After the arrival of Nina and Danielle, I began to 
grasp the true significance of that schoolday bugaboo, 
geometrical progression. Four children and two adults 
equal six people. Six people giving gifts to each of five 
other people equals a minimum of 30 gifts—a tidy 


’ outlay, especially when just one party is footing the 


bill. 

It was then that looking forward, perhaps, to the 
time when two adults and possibly nine children would 
mean at least 110 presents, we hit upon the plan of 
drawing names out of a hat. Each child would give 


only to the brother, sister or parent he had drawn. 

Eventually, the children discovered it was not only 
fun to give something, but a lot more fun if the “some- 
thing” you gave was the product of your own hands. 
Nina made a dress for Danielle’s doll. Dave made a 
rack for Kip’s air rifle. Tony repainted—in thick, sticky 
coats of white—an old toy automobile for his younger 
brother, Tommy. And so on. 

I, too, caught the spirit and soon found myself, 
during the days before Christmas, spending more and 
more time in the basement workshop. Out of it, over 
the past few years, have come doll beds, a doll house, 
a playhouse, a Christmas village for the fireplace man- 
tel and a locomotive big enough for Tony to sit in 
and pedal himself. Everybody, except the son or 
daughter for whom the gift is intended as a surprise, 
pitches in and helps. And loves it. 

Santa, of course, also brings “store boughten” gifts. 
Do the children wonder, each Christmas Eve, what 
these will be? You bet they do. But there is something 


‘else—a spirit a lot closer {© the true spirit of Christmas: 


“I wonder if Peggy will like the doll coat I sewed for 
her?” “I wonder what Dave will think of the book rack 
I made?” “I wonder if Mummy will like her pot- 
holder?” 

And on Christmas morning, as we all kneel together 
in church to celebrate the coming of the first Christmas 
Gift, I like to think that perhaps on those last few miles 
before the town of Bethlehem the Wise Men, with 
their eyes on a star, may have wondered, too, not what 
they would see, but what a Child would see in them. @

The Pluckiest 
Guy In Tennis 


Ham Richardson, dark horse for Davis Cup 
honors sometimes passes out after a match. 
But he’s proved even diabetes can’t stop him

EN Hamilton Richardson was 
just a junior player at Wimble- 
don, the world’s leading tennis 
tourney, he was matched against 

the defending champion, Budge Patty. The 
two shared a cab to the stadium, and along 
the way Patty mused, “I wonder if there are 
any good matches today?” 

Ham hesitated only a few seconds, then 
said quietly, “One.” That afternoon, he 
knocked off Patty in the “good match.” 

Today, three years later, this same air of 
offhand confidence still marks Richardson's 
play. It’s one of the big reasons he was 
chosen to the U.S. team now competing in 
Australia. And it has been a major weapon 
in his five-year uphill fight against another 
relentless opponent—diabetes. 

Ham was already on his way to tennis 
glory when the disease struck. Such a diag- 
nosis might have shattered another 15-year- 
old, but Ham had only one question: “Will 
it stop me from playing tennis?” He vowed 
that it wouldn't. 

And it hasn‘t; his selection for the Davis 
Cup team for the fourth year in a row 
proves that. The Cup matches currently in 
progress in Sydney, Australia, might be 
called the World's Series of tennis, pitting 
the cream of the world’s tennis players 
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against the currently dominant Australians. 


When Richardson was picked as the U.S. 
third man—backing up the one-two punch 
of Vic Seixas and Tony Trabert—tennis fans 
thought the U.S. had its best chance in 
years to wrest the cup back from the 
Aussies, who have held it since 1950. Rich- 
ardson, they pointed out, would be a mighty 
handy guy to have around as a fill-in if 
either of the veterans seemed to be off his 
game. The sandy-haired youngster from 
Baton Rouge, La., upset Australia’s ace, 
Lew Hoad, at Forest Hills last summer and 
is still improving. He always was known for 
an outstanding backhand (plus sparkling 
service, crisp volley and chess player’s brain 
to go with it), but now he has rounded out 
his arsenal with a sharp forehand. 

Who is this young American hope? The 
son of Dr. Roger W. Richardson, a Stand- 
ard Oil engineer and week-end tennis ad- 
dict, Ham is a Tulane University senior and 
takes vhis books along when he goes to 
tournaments. A straight-A student, he may 
be the first top-flight tennis player to reach 
Phi Beta. Kappa. He plans to attend law 
school, and he will keep right on playing 
tennis until he finishes. 

Before Ham can score many on-court 
victories, however, he must win a few more 
off-court. Diabetes and tennis success are 
tied tightly together for him. Bill Talbert, 


the 35-year-old Davis Cup captain who . 


himself has had diabetes since he was 10, 
explains, “Ham has only had his diabetes 
for five years. He’s got to get it to the point 


of control where he’s confident nothing will 


happen.” 

Ham hasn't reached that stage—yet. He 
won the semi-finals at Newport, R. L., last 
summer, then lapsed into insulin shock. 
After emergency treatment by.a physician 
brought him around, he berated himself for 
being so careless. (More careful the next 
day, he won the tournament in a strenuous 
four-hour match with Straight Clark.) And 
several times he has failed to estimate the 
proper amount of sugar to take during a

@ “Hom always had an outstanding back- 
hand, but he recently has developed a fore- 
hand.

match. Too little affects his co-ordination, 
too much upsets his stomach. 
Diabetes is a wearisome thing—“a real 


nuisance,” Ham calls it. Each morning, 


there is the insulin injection which makes 
up for the insulin his body lacks. Then Ham 
must eat to keep food and insulin in bal- 
ance. Often he puts away a huge steak be- 
fore a match. If a match runs too long, he 
must eat dextrose to restore the balance. 

But no one doubts that eventually Ham 
will master diabetes. For one thing, he has 
a completely detached air about it—more 
that of the scientist than of the victim. “The 
more you know about yourself,” he says, 
“the more you are able to do about yourself. 
There is nothing to be concerned about if 
you have a healthy outlook toward it.” 

Like most top-flight players, Ham got an 
early start. He was 6 when his father bought 
racquets for him and Roger, Jr., 9. When 
Ham began to show real skill, his father 
hired coaches for him. By the time he was 
12, the boy was competing in national boys’ 
singles tournaments. 

Even at that age, Ham showed the quick 
mind and cool head under pressure that 
stand him in good stead in big-time tennis. 
With a friend, he reached the finals of the 
boys’ doubles in a tournament at Sylacauga, 
Ala. Their opponents were three years older 
and heavily favored. The match was played 
at night, under lights. 

“Let’s hit the ball high,” Ham suggested 
to his partner, “and make them look into 
the lights.” The stratagem worked well 
enough to drag the contest out past mid- 
night, although Richardson and his partner 

lost. 


“] still think that was my favorite match,” 
Ham says. “It was my first experience with 


strategy. I learned then that it’s better to. 


think things through than to just haul off 


and hit the ball.” 


The Richardsons are a closely knit fam- 
ily, and Ham shoves aside all other commit- 
ments so that he can be sure to team up with 
his father in the national father-son doubles 


tournament each year. They have won two 
straight years. One of Dr. Richardson's 


most cherished dreams is to win the title 
with each of his sons. Roger, a former 
Louisiana high school champion, has re- 
tired to the status of week-end player, but 
Tommy, 14, competes in boys’ events, and 
David, 10, is just beginning to play. 

Quite often, his family accompanies Ham 
to matches and serves as his cheering sec- 
tion. When they can’t attend, Ham tries to 


_keep them posted on his progress. When 


he scored one of his first major victories, 
over Ted Schroeder in 1950, he decided, 
however, that a letter instead of a phone 
call should carry the news. “I thought about 
calling and telling you I beat Schroeder,” 
he wrote, “but I didn’t want to set such an 
expensive precedent.” 


The Family Worries 


E FAMILY also does most of the wor- 
rying about Ham's diabetes. Wherever 
he goes, Dr. Richardson asks someone 

fo call Ham in the morning to make sure he 
hasn't passed out during the night. When he 
visited Tokyo, his father wrote officials to 
look out for him. Ham arrived at the courts 
to find a nurse, two interns and a stretcher 
ready. “I managed to stagger off—victori- 
ously,” he later wrote home. 

The Richardsons are close enough to 
share a secret most tennis fans don’t know: 
that.Ham considers his diabetes a help, 
rather than a hindrance. “Because of dia- 
betes,” his father explains, “Ham must eat 
balanced meals, at the proper time, and get 
enough rest. He is much more aware of 
keeping himself in shape than most athletes.

In recent ‘years, most public attention focused on busi- 
ness district development has been directed to suburban areas 
—shopping centers, branch stores, suburban office buildings. 
Some have begun to think that the downtown, or central 
business district, is finished. The facte—and this will sur- 

rise some—do not support this belief. Quite the contrary. 

wntown business districts, and the one in St. Louis is a 
“ere example, are in sound economic health and have a 

right economic future. 


Take, for oar ar thé hard core of downtown St. Louis, 
the area bounded by Eleventh street, Washington avenue, 
Third street and Pine street. This area contains the busiest 
retail and commercial activities ip the city. It will continue 


to contain them. 

This same area houses our principal banking, insurance 
and general office occupants. It is served by the main rail, 
bus and streetear lines. The future expressway pattern will 
make transportation to and from this area even faster but, 
already, much has been accomplished with one-way streets 
and synchronized stop lights. 


How do you measure whether a business district is healthy 
or not? One way is by the demand for office space in that 
district. Only about 31% per cent of rentable office space in 
downtown St. Louis is vacant. This is a much smaller per- 
centage than in moet business districts. And there is virtually 
no space for rent in the newer office buildings. 

Another way to evaluate a business district is by the amount 
of new construction and modernization that is going on there. 
The First National Bank is presently ing $6,000,000 en- 
larging and modernizing its facilities. 
Inc., has just spent $2,000,000 on its downtown office build-

Everyone knows of the desirability of air conditioned 
offices; they hear of the new air conditioned build- 
ings being built, but very few realize that today more 
than 65 per cent of the office space in the heart of 
St. Louis is air conditioned. ' 

Our St. Louis buildings have spent millions of 
dollars, not only on air conditioning for modern com- 
fort and efficiency, but on modernized office layouts 
with new high standards of lighting and decorating. 
These improvements have been accompanied by new 
corridors, restrooms, lobbies and building entrances,

A few years ago, even 12 or 15 
months ago, you could have found 
a considerable number of downtown 
business men whe thought that down- 
town St. Louis was fast going down- 
hill. They would not have said that 
our downtown was dead. But they 
would have argued that there were 
many symptoms of advanced old age, 
and that nothing much could be 
done about them. 


Teday, I don’t think you will find 
any considerable number of busi- 
ness men whe hold that opinion. Not 
that there has been much obvious 
physical change in our downtown. 
But a number of things have hap- 
pened that indicate that: our down- 
town section can be kept oneits feet 
as a sound, prosperous area. Further, 
the will to keep it on its feet, the 


determination te keep it from de- 
caying, is obviously present in our 
community. 


Censider, first, the potentialities 
of our downtown section. It is 
easy for a local man to become 
optimistic. But recently, the ques- 
tion of the future of dewntown St. 
Leuis was looked at by a group of 
practical outsiders, the members of 
the Central Business District Coun- 
cil ef the Urban Land Institute of 
’ Washington, D. C. 


After a thorough study of lecal 
problems and lecal plens, these 
capable men—whe came from all 
parts of the United States—reported 
that in their judgment St. Leuis 
could have “an extraordinary future” 
if ite citizens would work together 
“te reach a group of specifically 
designated objectives.”

I think we must admit that there 
used to be some question about our 
strength of will. But there is, in my 
The people of our city have demon- 
strated that they are aware of the 
importance of the downtown as the 
economic heart of the entire metro- 
politan area. And the people with a 
stake in the downtown, the men with 
the large businesses, the men whe 
run downtown buildings or have 
offices there, they alse have indi- 
eated their faith in the downtown 
future and their willingness to work 
to fulfill it. It was these men, mem- 
bers of Civie Progress, Inc. the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Real 
and Managers Association, who spon- 
sered the Urban Land Institute 
Survey. 


Another. case in point was the 
everwhelming success of the carn- 
ings tax charter amendment.. The 
people of St. Louis were confronted 
with a clear choice—vote for the 
charter amendment and make poe- 
sible leng-range public improve- 
ments, many of which would help 
the downtown; vote against the 
amendment and make those same 
leng-range improvements impossible. 
The people chose the affirmative 
course by a margin of more than 
6 to 1. 


No Question Now, the Will Is There 


As a result, our city is now pre 
pearing to put hefore the voters a 
majer public improvement bond 
issue. Among other things it will 
make possible the construction of 
the expressways that are vital to the 
continued prosperity of downtown 
St. Lenis. And the bond issue will 
probably supply funds to enable the 
city te encourage further urban re- 
developmem. More decayed area 
in the near-dewntown section can be 
cleared. More such areas can be 
replaced with new commercial de- 
velopments or with housing. 


There are other signs, too, that 
things are looking up for downtown 
St. Louis. Before long, private capi- 
tal is expected to finance a much- 
needed new office building or build- 
ings downtown. This would relieve 
our downtown of one of its biggest 
problems — the shortage of office 
spece for rent. Without much ques 
tion, downtown parking will be im- 
proved by the construction of more 
multi-story parking garages. Already 
a number of downtown property 
owners: among them the First 
National Bank, Edison Brothers 
Stores, Inc., and my own company 
(General American Life Insurance 
Co.)—have invested heavily in mod- 
ernizing their buildings. 


In short, | am convinced that 
downtewn St. Louis will continue to 
be the most convenient, most attrac- 
tive place in this area in which to 
werk or to shop. It will remain the 
center of economic activity. And the 
outlying business districts and indus- 
trial sites will benefit from the fact
